Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Oct. 28 (A P )—American 
troops stabbing high up the valley of the upper Volturno 
l iver have driven a deep salient into the enemy’s lines north­ 
west of Raviseanina while Highth Army Engineers threw 
bridges across the Trigno river under heavy shellfire, Allied 
headquarters announced today. 
Enemy resistance was reported jelling along the entire 
front as the two Allied armies punched doggedly forward 
over rough countryside, mowing down one strong outpost 
after another and approaching the new German main lilies. 
Bridgehead Over Trigno River 
At the Adriatic end of the front, Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery’s headquarters announced that his British troops 
had firmly secured a bridgehead over the Trigno river despite 
sharp and continuous enemy fighting to wipe out his position 
on the northwest banks. 
The town of Castelmauro, six miles northwest of Palata, 
was taken by Eighth Army units after a relatively small-scale 
but extremely hitter battle in which the British advanced a 
mile and a half beyond their former line. 
The Nazis employed both medium and field artillery to 
hinder the thrust of the American troops in the central and 
right sectors of the Fifth Army front.

When the German high command 
lias salvaged all that speeding time 
will permit, tile Hitlerites will try 
to make an orderly withdrawal of 
the whole line and fall back on 
other prepared positions. 
Moscow

but steady retreat on the crucial 
southern front. 
Tile Invaders are 
suffering terrible casualties and loss 
of m aterial—but

significant 
that no debacle has set in. 
Morale May Collapse 
Of course, the Germans are in a 
terribly dangerous position. 
Should 
a rout be started anywhere on their 
front, there s no telling how far the 
collapse 
of morale m ight spread. 
Still, while that possibility m ust be 
considered, we 
should 
remember 
that thus far the morale of the 
German armies has been top hole 
—apparently better than the civil­ 
ian morale at home. 
Their retreat 
this summer to the Dnieper was a 
military masterpiece, and we have 
no right to jump to the conclusion 
that they won t be able to duplicate 
this feat now. 
The depth of their retreat na­ 
turally will depend on pressure from 
the Russians.
